When Turpin’s machine struck We 
grand stand and tumbled into the 
crowd, knocking people left and right, 
Turpin was hurled sidewise out of his 
seat. ( Although not badly). injured, 
the right side of his face k the 
piano wire bracings and steel tubular 
frame, and when the unconscious man 
was picked up, he presented @ terrible 
sight. This was true in thé case of 
most of the victims, the injuries in- 
flicted being of a peculiarly ghastly 
nature, due to the sharp projections of 
the planes and the razor-like edges of 
the big laminated wooden propelior. 
Features and limbs were sliced off aa 
with a knife, and several minutes 
after the accident took place, a se-

SANTIAGO (Cuba) Muy 30.—A de- 
tachment of twenty-five rural guards 
who were aided by local soldiers were 
attacked by rebels yesterday while en- 
deavoring to burn the bodies of sev- 
efal peasants hanged by the insurgents 
at Manantial and El Rincon, the 
vicinity of Guantanamo. 

The fighting continued until night- 
fall, when the insurgents retired. 

Another band of lusurgents under 
the command of Vincente Anaya set 
fire to the Miraflores plantation, near 
Guantanamo, which was almost de- 
stroved. 

Gen. Jose J. Monteguedo, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Cuban regu- 
lar army in the field, who aPfrived 
last evening with a large detachment 
of reinforcements on board the cruis- 
er Cuba, left for Guantanamo today. 

He said he was fully prepared to 
crush the revolt, as he now hase sur- 
ficient forces at his disposal. All ar- 
rangements will be made immediately, 
he said, to begin an active campaign 
and it was his intention to make an 
example of the rebel All the loyal 
negroes, however, would be assured 
the fullest protection. 

A party of insurgents, under the 
command of Vincente Anaya, today 
burned 23000 tons of sugar cane on a 
French pia tation near Guantanamo.

FOR PRINCE.

UBLIN, May 29.—Dublin hopes 

soon to welcome the young Prince 

of Wales and his Royal Highness 
will be given a magnificent reception 
wherever he goes in Ireland. It is ex- 
pected that his younger brother will 
come.with him; and thereby hangs 
an tale which is tearing Irish society 
into shreds. It is understood that 
King George is discussing with his 
intimates in the Cabinet the question 
whether it would not be well to re- 
vive interest in the dynasty by creat- 
ing a Prince of Ireland, the title to

The idea is to signalize the passing 
of the Home Rule bill and the giving

shall show the personal interest of 
the sovereign in his Irish subjeets and 
bring the court at Cork Hill up to a 
standard of real royalty. The Welsh 
got their own special Prince as a 80 
for the extinction of Owen Glendow- 
er. It was England's principal pledge 
of peace between the hill Celts of 
Wales and border warriors. It proved

Walls of the Colorado Prison They 


Make a Large Ranch Pay. 

[St. Louis Globe Democrat:] De- 
spite unfortunate experiences of 
ether jailers in giving convicts much 
liberty under the honor system and 
some public feeling against such len- 
jency, Warden Thomas Tynan of the 
Colorado State Penitentiary is pre- 
paring for more extensive work this 
year on the prison ranch, near Can- 
yon City. He holds that the results 
of two years’ work have demon- 
strated that the ranch is a good in- 
stitution, both from the viewpoint 
of its profit to the taxpayers and its 
reforming influences on the men in- 
volved. More than forty men serv- 
ing long terms will probably be put 
out on this work this summer with 
no walls or bars or armed men to 
keep them from escaping. Warden 

has no fear that any will abuse 
the trust he reposes in them. Only 
one man has done so in three years. 

Far away from the prison walls 
and miles, in fact—is the 
500-acre tract which the convicts are 
making to pay good dividends to the 
State and the owners of the land. 
The farming is done on a profit- 

ng basis with the owners. There 
is no hi of the prison anywhere 
about. n in khaki or blue cloth- 
ing be seen working at various 
places, but there is nothing to mark 
them as social outcasts. They live in 
two neat, substantial houses that 
look Uke well-kept residences. Only 
the absence of women marks them 
as being different from others that 
can be seen nearby.

It was natural that the hamlet of 
Whitby should become the center of 
the English jet industry, for it was 
situated in the very midst of the 
richest seamg. The finest jet was to 
be found alongside the main seams 
of the Cleveland tronstone, and with- 
in a radius of twelve miles of Whitby 
sufficient raw material could be ob- 
tained to feed a flourishing industry. 
For ages the jet trade figured as one 
of those domestic industries which 
were such a feature of England be- 
fore the industrial revolution. 

A considerable portion of the popu- 
lation of Whitby devoted their ener- 
gies to it. so much so that it was the 
staple industry of the village, ousting 
fishing and other coastal pursuits. 
The Whitby craftsmen working in 
their own homes acquired avery high 
reputation for their decorative skill. 

Jet ornaments were in considerable 
demand and highly prized, with the 
result that the craftsmen obtained 
good prices for their wares.. In ad- 
dition to its value for ornamental 
purposes jet was considered to pos- 
sess certain curative properties, and 
jet bracelets were often worn as a 
preventive against rheumatism. 

The decline of this ancient domes- 
tic industry is to-be attributed to 
many causes. In the latter part of 
the Victorian era jet ornaments went 
out of fashion, and nowadays they are 
seldom worn, even in times of mourn- 
ing. Moreover, the industrial revolu- 
tion, occasioning as it.did a great de-

TEN MILLION LOAN

The Minister pointed to the high 
price paid for the bonds as evidence 
of the confidence felt by foreign 
financiers in the future of Mexico, and 
in the present administration.

The revenue from the stamp tax 
which applies to all public documents 
showed an almost imperceptible fall- 
ing off, but other internal revenues 
had increased.

Agricultural and mining productions 
were normal, and the wheat crop.

AMERICA NS ROBBED. 


EVICTED BY REBELS.

MAZATLAN (Mex.) May 30.— 
Americans are being robbed and evict- 
ed from their properties in Southern 
Sinaloa, say Manager Musick and four 
others arriving from Concha last 
night. They made their way on a 
hand car for eighty miles when rebels 
compelled them to leave with only a 
few clothes and only the money they 
could conceal. 12 

Sunday morning Canedo and 200 
rebels robbed the Concha ranch. 
They took all horses, equipment, arms, 
ammunition and food for man and 
beast, leaving the colonists absolutely 
stripped of necessities. Manager Mu- 
sick showed a “salvoconducto” from 
Rebel Leader Tirado, but it was de- 
clared worthless. 

After warning the Americans to 
leave, Canedo said: “Your people in 
Mexico are to be attacked.” 

The Concha colonists are from the 
vicinity of Fargo, N. D. There is not 
an American left on the place. 

Another band of rebels last Satur- 
day evicted the temporary menager 
of the Quimichiz ranch, eighteen miles 
south of Acaponeta, and sent word 
to Manager Windham that they would 
burn every house and destroy every 
crop unless he sent them $5000 at 
once. There are 20.000 acres under 
cultivation on this American ranch. 

Heretofore rebels have sought only 
animals and ammunition, but now 
they are demanding everything and 
are evicting the people. 

After the defeat at Acaponeta the: 
rebels went to the town of Tecuala. 
looting it and. destroying all roods 
they could not use or carry away. 
They warned the people to pay no 
more taxes to Federals, as rebels 
world make collections in the future. 

Federals hold the towns on the 
rallway, but rebels have absolute con- 
trol of the countryside and no longer 
respect the rights of foreigners.

The clergyman states, con- 
sistently with the general impression 
of travelers, that the Nile districts 
es few attractions, Not only are 
the natives far from attractive, but 
the country is overrun with tropical 
pests.

AN ESSENTIAL. 


REDONDO BEACH CITIZENS Ix- 
SIST ON ITS CONSTRUCTION. 


— A — 


Steps Are to Be Taken at Once to 
Secure. Approaches and Finance 


REDONDO BEACH, May 30.—That 
the majority of Redondo Beach citi- 
zens Want a municipal pleasure pier 
and that as soon as possible was 
plainly demonstrated last night at the 
City Council meeting called last night 
to take up the matter of the petitions 
asking for the condemnation of the 
Pacific Electric property at the foot 
of Emerald and Diamond street to 
open them up to the ocean and the 
building of a pier. 

Many of the citizens expressed their 
views and all with one exception 
were in favor of bonding the city for 
a municipal pier though by a vote of 
those present it was determined to 
secure the property from the Paci- 
fic Hlectric if possible without con- 
demnation proceedings. 

The trustees are to arrange for a 
meeting with the Pacific Electric of- 
ficials to secure a price or make en 
exchange to secure the right of way 
through to the ocean. 8 

The rough plan of a horseshoe pier 
was exhibited and described by F. 8. 
Shiner. This was to fld a concrete 
plier from Emerald eet around to 
n point north of Diamond street even 
with the front of the Art Theater. 
Concessions would be let on the land 
side of the horseshoe while the ocean 
side would be kept clear for ocean 
View and a sun parior. This was 
roughly estimated to cost $200,000. 
The shoreline from ene end of the 
pier to the other would be sccupied 
by concessions let by the Pacific 
Biectric Company. 4 thirty-foot 
is to be built from the 
Art Theater north to the city limits 
along the strand as this strip is now 
being deeded to the city by the Re- 
dondo Improvement Company. It was 
estimated that the concessions on the 
pier would nearly pay for the pier. 

C. H. Burnett representing the Pa- 
cific Blectric Company argued .gafnst 
the abandonment of wharf No. 1, for 
commercial purposes as he thought 
it necessary in order to handle the 
shipping here. He stated that the 
shipments of lumber in the past vea* 
had greatly increased over those of 
the preceding year. He sa!d however, 
that he would be in favor of a mupni- 
cipal pier if the city and company 
could come to some arreement. 

City Attorney F. IL. Perry gave bis 
opinion regarding the legality of the 
appointment of H. Feder to the office 
of City Trustee. He said that a resiz- 
nation does not take effect until acted 
upon by the Board of Trustees. Con- 
sequently the appointment of II. Fed- 
er immediately after the acceptence 
of Postmaster Ste®!'s resignution was 
legal as Steel's resignetion was not 
accepted until April 22. although ten- 
dered March 11. He further stated 
that the appointment to the position 
of postmaster did not create a va- 
cancy in the office ot Trustees regard. 
less of any law of the government

Dispatch.) Atty-Gen. Webb's author- 
ity to order or ask the dismissal of 
the present grand jury ts to be dis- 
puted when that body assembles pur- 
suant to an order issued by Judgo 
Guy of the Superior Court tomorrow.

It is doubted by a number 
of members of me jury if the Attor- 
ney-General has the ht to dismiss 
Us as jurors. The authority of che 
State officials will be discussed at

I. W. W. to precipitate trouble below 
the international border and it was 
sald that the American government 
was interested in obtaining data on 
the conditions for use in case cities 
other than San Diego should be 
forced to face an I. W. W. disturbance. 

Incidental with the conditions todar 
it was stated by Chief Witson that 
a representative of the Mexican gov- 
ernment who was said to have come 
here with the belief that there was 
a plan to begin troubles below the 
Mexican border, Was taken into cus- 
tody because of the suppesitſlon on the 
part of the police that he was in- 
terested in the I. W. W. situation. When 
he explained through oan interpreter 
what his position was in the matter 
he was immediately released. 

The police were cognizant of the. 
presence here of U. 8. government 
agents and declared they would ren- 
der them every assistance in their 
power. They also were said to have 
been apprised of thealleged presence 
of men connected with the asserted 
attempt to dynamite the Los Angeles 
County Hall of Records in 1910. The 
officers stated that they would take 
into custody anv suspicious characters.

SPANISH WAR VETERANS. 


MPRESSIVE memorial services for 
the soldiers who lost their lives in 
the Spanish War were held in Cen- 
tral Park yesterday morning.

$526,271,900. In 1910 the output of copper 
for the year was valued at $10,733,757; gold, 
$4,950,444; silver, $6,303,889; lead, 34,988. 
831, and zinc, $851,243.

The State of Deseret. * 

When the heroic “First Company“ ar- 
iv. at the Great Salt Lake in July, 
1847, they were in Mexico, for that 
territory was a part of Santa Anna's 
domain. But by the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo, in March, 1848, the en- 
tire country of New Mexico and Utah, 
with the Mormon colony and all the appur- 
tenances thereunto appertaining, fiefs and 
hereditaments, appanages, dips, spurs, an- 
gies und sinuosities, all and singular, were 
moved over into the United States as easily 
as moving a one-story frame hbuse, without 
ever cracking the plastering or stopping the 
rent clock or the rent. The United States 
didn’t seem to know just what to do with 
{ts sudden acquisition of territory, but the 
saints had no doubts whatever about the 
best thing to do, and not the least hesita- 
tion about doing it. On the fifth of March, 
1849, they did it in this business-like‘ 
fashion— 


“We, the people, grateful to the Supreme 
Being for the blessings hitherto enjoyed, 


and feeling our dependence on Him for a 


continuation of those biessings, do ordain 
and establish a free and independent gov- 
ernment by the name of the State of Dese- 
ret.” 

And they began at once memorializing 
Congress for Admission into the Union un- 
der that name. To the end of his life Brig- 
ham Young clung to “Deseret.” I wish 
that desire might have been granted him. 
It would have enriched the nomenclature 
of the States with one more original and 
significant name, with a grace and mean- 
ing all its own, and we have few enough of

“ORMOSA WOMEN 
UNCONQUERABLE. 


SISTED JAPANESE INVASION. 

Native Women Fight as Fiercely 
as the Men in Repelling Attempt of 
the Mikado’s Troops to Subdue the 


Island, Regarding Which the Out- 
side World Knows Very Little. ‘ 


— — 


{Brooklyn Fagle: 1 “Japanese sol- 
diers have found armed women hard- 
er to vanquish than the armies of the 
Czar of Russia.” 

This is the statement made by Wil- 
liam H. Hohmeyer, recently returned 
from spending the greater part of 
eleven. years in Formosa, purchasing 
and exporting tea grown by the Chi- 
nese in that island. Mr. Hohmeyer has 
many friends in Brooklyn and he has 
presented many of them with curious 
trinkets from Formosa. 

“For almost seventeen years,” said 
Mr. Hohmeyer, the Japanese have 
been at war with the savages of For- 
mosa, who refuse to yield their na- 
tive land to the forces of the Mikado. 
The native women fight as fiercely as 
the men, and the hapless Japanese 


ho comes within the bowshot range 


of one of these female warriors 
stands little chance of returning to 
the Flowery Kingdom. These native 
women are as hardy and warlike as 
the men, and, by training the. chil- 
dren to shoot as soon as they can 
walk, they have contributed largely to 
what hag become a war of extermina- 
tion. 

“Outside of Japanese official circles, 
the world knows practically nothing 
of the fight being waged in Formosa, 
as the Japanese own the telegrapha, 
cables and all other means of com- 
munication, and severely censor all 
news sent out. How many natives are 
killed no one knows. How many Japa- 
nese are killed is known only to the 
Japanese officials and they will not 
tell. No news of anything except 
Japanese victories is ever permitted to 
reach the outside world, but it is 
safe to say that many more Japanese 
soldiers than natives are killed.“ 

Mr. Hohmeyer is a representative of 
an American firm which imports teas, 
coffees and spices. When in Formosa 
he made his headquarters at Daitotei, 
in the extreme northern part of the 


island, where all the tea is collected

‘guerrilla kind, very little of it being 


done in the open, and is much like 


that carried on against the American 


soldiers in the Philippines. The Jap» 
nese soldiers are receiving excellent 
training in guerrilla warfare, but at 
a «reat cost of life. In all the time 
J have been there—eleven years—. 
they have driven the savages back 
and advanced the frontier only about 
twenty-five miles. At this rate it cer- 
tainly would seem as though they 
would be several years longer in sub- 
duing the sturdy independence 


splendid fighters, 


“Who these savages are or where 
they came from originally no one 


knows. It is thought they may have 


come from the coast of China, and 
some have thought them Japanese, but 
they are more Malay than Mongolian 
and in stature tower high above the 
‘puny inhabitants of Southern China, 


and are splendid examples of physical} 


perfection. 

“A favorite method of the savage 
woman or man fighter, and they are 
all fighters, even the little children, 
to scoop out a hollow in the groun 
large enough to admit a person lying 
down in, take a handful of rice to sus- 
tain life, and He in wait, often forty- 


eight hours, for a Japanese soldier to 


pass by. Perhaps days later the body 
of the soldier will be found with a 
spear sticking in it. Sometimes they 
perch in trees and shoot with deadly 
aim from their unseen position in the 
thick foliage. Even on the ground, 
where they know every foot of the 
country, they have a decided advan- 
tage over their opponents, for the 
thick grass, growing higher than a 
man’s head, hides them completely. 
In many places towers of bamboo 
poles forty or fifty feet high have been 
erected, up which the natives climb 
to watch for the approach of the en- 
emy. Their weapons are spears, bows 
and arrows and rifi these last be- 
ing smuggled in to by Chinese 


“All the most ingenious devices of 
modern warfare have been employed 
by the Japanese in their efforts to ex- 
terminate the savages, but so far have 
met with little sucess. One of the 
most interesting experiments was the 
stretching of wires charged with elec- 


| sympathizers. 


tricity through the forest, but not more 


than a few of the natives had been 
killed before they learned the nature 
of the apparatus, and annihilated the 
detachment of Japanese soldiers em- 


| ployed in its operation. 


“Many of the men enlisted in the 
Mikado's army there are Chinese. A 
high percentage of the foreign popu- 
lation of Formosa is Chinese and most 
of them are heartily in sympathy with 
the natives or any other people op- 
posed to the Japanese. It has be- 
come a regular thing for the. Jap- 
anese to make frequent raids among 
the Chinese settlers and impress into 
the army to fight the savages any 
they find without visible means of 
support. 

It is impossible to obtain a reliable 
estimate of the number of savages, 
but it is variously estimated to be be- 
tween 50,000 and 100,000. They are 
generally classified into four divisions, 
each of which differs from the others 
in many respects, but have a few traits 
in common. Among most of them it 
is considered to enhance their beauty 


to tattoo themselves when between 


the ages of 10 and 14 1 there 
being distinct recognized designs for 
men and women. The men are tat- 
tooed on the forehead, while the wom- 
en are marked on the cheeks.

house, burying themselves in the 
walls.

G. L. Jones, r of a land com- 
pany at Tepic, o lives at No. 6422 
Kenmore avenue, Chicago declared 
intervention, in Mexico must come. 
He said the Americans in his district 
had been robbed, shot at and brutally 
treated by the rebels, and that many 
American lives have been sacrificed. 

“Mexico at the present moment is in 
the most perilo condition any civi- 
lized country was ever in,“ said Jones. 
The revolt is spreading to all parts 


e the country, and hourly the lives 


and property of American residents 
are endangered. Jose Barron, 
rebel leader, is carrying on a most 
determined warfare in Tepic. 

“Ranch houses have been sur- 
rounded and fired on and the Ameri- 
dan residents have been living in a 
ate of terror for weeks. The Amer- 
fcans are getting out ot the country 
as quickly as possible. They hope to 
wee the crisis finally reach a head and 
then perhaps things will settle down 
and commercial life can be resumed 
in Mexico.

“Near my ranch at Cullacan are 
many smaller ranches owned by 
Americans,” said Hunt.

The 
ranchmen would ‘robbed and in- 
sulted and every man went to bed at 
night’ with his rifle lying handy, not 
knowing at what hour he might be 
awakened by the shouts of the rebels 
and. be comipelied to fight for his 
home and the lives of his wife and 
children.

Asked how many Americans had 
been Killed in Mexico since the begin- 
ning of the uprising, Hunt declared he 
had compared notes with other refu- 
gees on board the Buford and it was 
agreed among those who had studied 
conditions that at least 150 Americans 
had deen murd 

“I believe intervention on the part 
me the United States is the only thing 

will stop this wholesale slaughter 
— ruin,“ gaid Hunt. Furthermore, 
I feel sure the United States will have 
to take a hand in the situation sooner 
or later, and the sooner the more 
lives. will be saved. Americans are 
beggink for protection from their na- 
tive land. The United States is in a 
position to safeguard the lives of 
American citizens in Mexico and I be- 
lieve the rest of the world wil! ap- 
plaud it as a humane act when the 
butchery is stopped.
